"If we should relax the Washington 


rule, we would not have lo expose our- 
selves to needless hazards. We should 
still be gro\erned by principles of inter- 
national law. It is a misfortune to b - 
governed by a rule of action that has 
outlived Its usefulness—to apply to our 
set of conditions a rule that wa.s meant 
for an entirely different set of condi- 
tions. E\en Washington's rule of iso- 
lation was limited to politics, it did not 
apply to commerce. 
Nevertheless, the 


eviis of the piotective 
system 
were 


largely due to the influence of that rule. 
Political isolation may not be inconsis- 
tent with commercial freedom where a 
country is weak and small, but when a 
country becomes a great power cover!nK 
a vast continent, political Isolation is 
sure to he a serious impediment to com- 
mercial development. The two evils go 
together. The result is such an incon- 
sistency as is illustrated by our position 
m the Berlin conference, when we ac- 
cepted with alacrity th» privileges of the 
declaration while we firmly declined to 
take any responsibility for it. If we 
stand without a friend in the world, it 
is because of this attitude. 


"The evils incident to the political and 


commercial isolation are further illus- 
trated in our extravagant protection of 
both capital and labor, as shown in the 
subsidizing of our farmers and the ex- 
clusion of immigrants. The decay of 
our shipping is 
another 
illustration. 


When our shipbuilding trade has gone 
as a result of this policy, our shipping 
Is crushed by restrictions which forbid 
registry of foreign built ships. The fact 
is that in all our protective restriction 
legislation we are on the wrong track. 
This 
country 
should 
recognize 
the 


changed conditions and accept Its pres- 
ent situations with all its burdens and 
all its advantages. 


"There is no doubt with what nations 


wp should co-operate. 
ICngland, 
our 


most formidable 
rival, 
is our most 


natural friend. There Is such a thing as 
patriotism for race as well as for coun- 
try. 
Nothing less can be expected from 


the community of interests in Oreat 
Britain and the United States than that 
fioth shall use their great influence, not 


nly for their common advancement, but 


for the betterment of the whole human 
race. Though sometimes we may have 
such quarrels as only relatives and inti- 
mate neighbors indulge in, yet It may be 
said that the. near future will see In our 
closer friendship a power for good that 
will be felt by all mankind."
